near Glasgow, he has built himself a 
big laboratory, filled with machinery 
and the latent instruments for pursu­ 
ing investigations in chemistry, op­ 
tic!. electricity and mechanics. There 
may be seen what is said to be the 
largest static electrical machine 
in 
the w'orid. 
It was designed by him­ 
self and was constructed by his own 
workmen, under his superintendence. 
In striking contrast to this 
noisy, 
lightning-producing monster is an­ 
other machine of Lord Blythswood’s 
devising, which is his pet. He de­ 
scribes it as a “divdtng engine 
for 
ruling diffraction gratings.”

lines to the inch on a metal plate. It 
is used for spectrum work. 
Aerial navigation is one of 
the 
suvjects which Lord Blvthswood has 
[taken up with great enthusiasm.

The city 
man or the farmer of the future day 
who desired to go to some restful 
pjace for a week or a month camp­ 
ing could find tho wild forest with 
its lakes and streams just as he can 
find it today. 
“That this is worth while any one 


who is sportsman or nature lover 
enough to go to the w’oods will con­ 
cede. 
It is worth while, too, from a 
purely financial standpoint. The val­ 
ue of all ^.ind lying near such a re­ 
servation would be greatly enhanced 
as the years went by. 
And more 
than this such a great reservation, 
would bring to the state thousands 
of people from other states annually, 
to enjoy its wild beauty. 
One such 
reservation would bring hundreds of 
thousands of dollars each year to the 
state through tourists.”

On the contrary, had

states would have had fewer real or ira- 
agluery grievances and here had less ea?i*e 
not only to attempt the exercise of the 
authority reserved to the national govern­ 
ment. but to act without proper modera­ 
tion In matters peculiarly within their own

'J he national government ha* 
been remiss in m e past, but even at this 
late day It mn. solve fbi* problem, and the 
sooner th® national au’horftr Is exerel*®<1 
the Ie*?* apt ar® me states to take action 
which will represent eneroaehment upon 
th® national domain.

The nation will not
